The Political Hero of the Hour in the 
Hoosler 8tate. 


The Hero of WInehester Passes Quietly 
Away at Hooqnltt, at a Late 
How Last Night. 


Nosquitt, 
Mass., 
Aug. 
0.--Oen. 
Sheridan's death oocurrad at 10:20 last 
edening. 
Previoua to the sudden ap- 
pearance of heart failure, at about 9:80, 
there had been no prominitions that day 
of any unfavorable change in his condi- 
tion. 
The weather had been warmer 
than UBual and the general was at times 
a little restless but seemed generally' 
bright and cheerful yesterday. 
His 
voice was strong; he took a full supply 
of nourishment, slept oocasionally as 
usual, and the doctor and his family 
were in hopeful spirits. 
At 7 o'clock 
Mrs. Sheridan and the doctors went to 
the hotel for supper, and soon after their 
return the usual preparations for the 
night were made. 
At about &'20 Ool. 
Sheridan said good night to his brother 
and went to the hotel, there having been 
through the day no signs whatever of 
any unfavorable change in his condition. 


" Daniel W, Voorbees was born In But- 
ler county, O., Sept. 26, 
In 1849 


he was graduated 
from the Indiana 
Afibury universi- 
ty. 
He began the 
practice of law in 
1851. 
H e w a s 
elected to theThlr- 
ty-seventb, Thir- 
ty-eighth, Thirty- 
ninth, Forty-first 
and Forty-second 
congresses, and 
took his seat as 
United Si ates sen- 
ator in November, 
1877, to fill the 
vacancy caused by dakuo. W. voobhmb. 
the death of Oli- 
ver P. I^Iorton. Was subsequently elected 
by the legislature for the unexpired term 
and for the full term ensuing; re-elected 
In January, 1885. His term of service 
will — M . i r c h 3, 1891.

seiousness, and at 10:20 breathed his 
last.

Be dosed off during the*af(emoon but 
awoke to eat supper and then went to 
sleep again. The unfavorable symp- 
toms made their appearanee'so unex- 
pectedly and were so rapid in develop- 
ment that the children were aroused 
barely in time to take a last look at their 
dying father. 
At the death-bed were 
Mrs. Sheridan, Mary, Louise, Irene and 
Phillip, the children; CoL S S. Sheri- 
dan, his brother, with his wife, and sis- 
ters Justina, Urban and Drs. O'Reilly 
and Matthews. 


Mrs. Sheridan and nurses were on 
thehr knees in prayer as the sphrit de- 
parted at 10:20 p. m. 


Mrs. Colonel Kellogg, a dear friend of 
the family, arrived just a moment after 
the last breath was drawn and assisted 
Mrs. Sheridan to rise, when she closed 
the eyes of the deceased. 


THX FUNBBAIi. 


At 2 a. m. the embalmers were in pos- 
session of the body. 
Up to a late hour 
nothing had been decided as to the place 
of final interrment, but it is thought the 
body may be taken to Illinois, where the 
general has a family lot and where his 
mother is buried. 


It is this morning substantially ar- 
ranged that the remains will be trans- 
ported to Washington in a special car to 
leave New Bedford, Wednesday, and the 
funeral services will be held in St. 
Matthew's church as soon jts possble 
thereafter, either Thursday or Friday. 


General Sheridan has repeatedly ex- 
pressed a strong dislike of display in 
funerals, and in accordance with his 
wishes and those of Mrs. Sheridan, the 
ceremonies in Washington will be as 
simple as possible. 
The funeral, how- 
ever, will be a military one.

true meaning and purpose of his soldier- 
ly mien and heroic temper. 


His interpid courage, his steadfast 
patriotism and the generosity of his na- 
ture, inspired with peculiar warmth, the 
admiration of the people. 
Above his 
grave the affection for the man and 
pride in his aohievm^nts will struggle 
for mastery and too much honor cannot 
be accorded to one who was so nohly en- 
dowed with all the qualities which make 
his death a national loss.

CmoAOo, Aug. 6.—The letters of ac- 
ceptance of the national 
prohibition 
party candidates for president and vice- 
president are made public this after- 
noon. 


The letter (rf Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, the 
candidate for president, dated Seabright, 
N. J., July 25, says: 


Within a few years temperance reform has 
altogher changed front. 
The 
temperance 
forces no longer face human appetite and 
bahit alone. They are opposed by the lefris- 
atlon of the law, the purpose of the oo itlca! 
parties and the policy of tbe state and nation. 


Law alone can kill tho creature of law. tbe 
saloon. The liquor traffic can die only at tbe 
law's hand or at tbe band of tbe law execu- 
^-r. Conceived in avaricious iniquity, born 
sinful legrislative wedlock, the license' sa- 
loon. leKallzed liquor trafltie, the bastard child 
of c vilizat on, pro'essiiiir purity and virtue 
must be stranfrled by civilization, which b e ^ t 
it, or that civilization must aro forever branded 
with the scarlet letter of shame. 


It ia not enoug'b tnat we reform individuals. 
We must reform the state policy of the frreat 
commonwealth, the whole people must be 
re-made and put In harmony with the sound, 
economic principles of the true co-operation 
of tbe Industrial effort, tbe essential condi- 
tions of national prosperity and tbe genuine 
brotherhood of man. 


The national democratic party In Its plat- 
form, utters no word on the condemnation 
of the greatest foe to the republic—the Ifquor 
traffic. 


That party having 8teadfa.stly, In Its utter- 
ances at the national convention, maintained 
Its allegiance to the American saloon, it was 
no disappointment to any one thai at St. Louis 
'n 188S it reaffirmes its old position on this, 
tbe greatt St question 
now being debate ! 
among men. 


It was with great reluctance 
I accepted 
these conclusions and came to admit the Im- 
perative need of a new party, while yet the 
party of my cho ce, the national republican 
party, maintained its organization. 
It cost 
me a sacrifice of cherished associations when 
four years ago I enrolled myself in the ranks 
of the party of prohibitionists, under the flag 
of prohibition, bleached snowy white by tbe 
tears of tbe smitten women and chiiiiren 
through generations of sorrow and want. 


Every day since theq has shown yet more 
clearly the logic of my cause and Inevitable 
truth of my conclusiong. The entire tenor of 
things In the last four years has proven hope- 
less the broader 
inge of prohibition as effect • 
ed through nor partisan means and equally 
futile are the n .rrower methods of local op- 
tion and high license while from the supreme 
court itself has come with startling emphasis 
declarations go nationalizing this reform that 
It can never be made of local or state limita- 
tion again 


"The prohibition party's chief concern is for 
purity of the home, and the virtue and sob- 
riety of the i:eople. 
That party is not labor's 
tniost friend, whiob would bear tbe im^jorta- 
tion of paupers from abroad or c'osethe tariff 
door of competition to pauperize foreign in- 
dustry and then by a liquor system perpe- 
uate tbe manufacture of paupers and crim- 
inal» in our ow^n midst with whom 
labor must compuin ttf-i whom Ijirgoly li^ncat 
labor must support." 


The letter closes 
with a review of th« 
principles of prohibition.

MB. LKVI P. MOBTONS'S financial in- 
terest in Oanadian railroads was a topic 
of discussion in the senate the otlier day 
when a resolution to inquire into the re- 
lation of dominion roads to American 
commerce was nndet consideraeion and 
subsequently adopted. 
It was sug- 
gested that the man who hopes to be 
vioe*president of the United States, and 
who as such might become president, 
would do well to purge himself of busi- 
ness relations which might have a direct 
bearing upon his official position should 
he attain it. 


TBBBB HAVTB, Ind., Aug. 6.—A tre- 
mendously large meeting heard Senator 
Yoorheee open the campaign in western 
Indiana in this city Saturday night. The 
large wigwam, which fa capable of hold 
ing over five thousand people, 
was 
pi^ed to suffocation and as many 
again stood on the outside with all 
bent to hear what they could from the 
lips of the eloquent Indianaian. There 
was not an inch of space. The parade 
which preceded the meeting was under 
the command of Grand Marshal A. Q. 
Austin and twelve mounted assistants. 
There were at least two thousand per- 
sons in line, preceded by the Oleveland 
escort and the Oleveland Flambeaux 
corps. In line was a delegation of 140 
voters from Marshall, IlL, with plug hats 
and dusters. A large number of trans- 
parencies with mottoes bearing laiycely 
upon Harrison's railroad, tariff and Ohi- 
nese record were carried by the various 
delegations. A feature of the parade 
was the Oleveland and Thurman railroad 
club, which turned out in large numbers 
behind a banner declaring that they re- 
membered Harrison's attitude toward 
their brethren in 1887. As the proces- 
sion moved through the streets there 
were scenes of the greatest enthusiasm 
among the spectators who packed the 
sidewalks, there being an almost con- 
tinuous volley of cheers. There was 
also a very creditable display of fire- 
works. 


On account of the immense crowd it 
was some time before order could be ob- 
tained at the wigwam. Many ladies and 
prominent citizens occupied seats upon 
the platform. 
Oity Trasurer James 
Fitapatrick, chairman of the eonnty 
committee, finally eaiied the vast audi- 
ence to order and introduced A. J. Oib 
bona as permanent chairman. 
Mv. 
Gibbons is president of the Railroad 
club and has never before taken any 
part in politics. 


After several songs by the Mendels- 
sohn quartet Senator Yoorhees was in- 
troduced. When he arose there was a 
great scene of enththusiasm, the audi- 
ence rising and giving him a great ova- 
tion. He was in his beet form, and fre- 
quently aroused the great audience to 
wild enthusiasm. The meeting was one 
of the largest ever held in western In- 
diana, and certainly one of the most 
Buccessful and most enthusiastic. In 
point of numbers it exceeded the re- 
markable Hendricks meeting of 1884. 
Senator Yoorhees said: 


MT FSXILOW OmzBNs: I propose to- 
night to show that the history of the re- 
publican party on the subject of taxa- 
tion is the history of premeditated, or- 
ganised crime against the laboring peo 
pie of the United States.

THE DEMOCRATIC CAMPAIGN. 
The democratic national committee 
has prepared the program of the cam' 
paign. 
It appears that most of the 
tariff-reform leaders in congress are ex 
pected to speak in all the large dties of 
the country. It is said that the cam 
paign will be opened at New Tork Oity 
late 
this month, with speeches by 
Speaker Oarlisle, Gov. Hill, Oongress- 
man Breckinridge and Roger Q. Mills. 
President Oleveland will spend the cam- 
paign season quietly in the white house 
and at Red Top. He and the national 
committee agree that it is not dignified 
for a presidential candidate to go around 
the country on exhibition begging 
for votes. 
The Blaine episode of 
1884 showed that this course was 
unwise, 
even 
from 
a 
politician's 
point of view. There is a rumor among 
the 
committeemen 
that 
Presi- 
dent Oleveland's letter of acceptance 
would be ready next week, and that it 
would be brief. Ohairman Brice re- 
marked: "Making ail allowance for the 
natural enthusiasm of our correspond 
enii for the democratic cause, I feel 
justified in saying that we will carry 
Michigan, Minnesota, Illinois, Wiscon 
sin, and Iowa, each of which has hith- 
erto been republican in every presiden- 
tial election since 1862. I refer to these 
sUtea because they will give give ns 
both branches of congress and enable 
the president to carry out the great 
measures of reform which are now 
blocked by the republican senate. Of 
course we expect to carry New Tork. In- 
diana, Oonneoticut and New Jers^, the 
only other states which can fairly be 
called doubtful. We understand what 
the republicans are doing to gain them, 
and wedo not propose to aleep."

A national 
currency, made a legal tender for the 
wages of every laboring man, woman 
and child, and for the privations, suffer- 
ings, blood, pensions, and death of every 
soldier and sailor who followed the flag, 
was refused and dishonored at the 
counter of the government itself for the 
very purpose of depreciating and debas- 
ing its value as a circulating medium. 
This was done, as described at the time, 
by Thaddeus Stevens and others, in or- 
der to enable the powerful buUionists, 
the proprietors of the gold dens of Wall 
street and elsewhere, to buy up this de- 
preciated currency at 50 cents on the 
doUar and to exchange it at its face— 
dollar for dollar—for government bonds, 
bearing interest in gold, and from the 
first at par with gold, and for the several 
years past from 10 to 80 cents above 
par. Do you wonder and inquire for a 
moment how much this stupendous plot 
of financial villainy has cost the tax-pay 
ing labor of this country in paying 
something for absolutely nothing? It 
has been often demonstrated by the 
simplest rules of arithmetic that the 
bullion brokers and heavy capitalists, 
during the war and during the next five 
years after its close, by transmuting de 
predated current^ into bonds worth 100 
cents and more on the dollar in gold 
coin, secured a naked speculation, a 
bonus, for wldch they paid not one 
farthing, of nearly $1,000,000,000. 


I do not believe any other people on 
the globe, except our own, would have 
submitted, unless restrained by force, to 
the monstrous act of congress of March. 
1809, whereby the plain, explicit, and 
clearly understood terms of the l^jisla- 
tive contract for the payment of the 
bonded national debt were openly and 
contemptuously set aside, and other and 
different terms inserted, increasing the 
gains of the bondholders and the bur- 
dens of the tax-payers over $600,000, • 
000. By one dishonest stroke of a dis- 
honest pen, guided and held by the dis- 
honest leaders of a great party, the 
debt which labor has to pay was swollen 


25 per oent. 
The repabUean pen 
mitted crime against tbe American 
people of which heaven, earth, and hdl 
will in due time and in thehr own way 
takejoriadiotiaB. 
It committed a black 
and infamous forgery by writing into 
the face of an ahready duly executed and 
bindiog obligation a most unrighteous 
fabehood. The great bulk of our bonds, 
the flve-twentiee, were payable in green- 
backs, and the authors of the act of 
March, 1889, knew it was telse when 
thqr declared that they were payable in 
coin. 
In 1868 the tepuUican party in 
state eonventions, both in Indiana and 
Ohio, as well as in other states, declared 
that the five twenty b<mds, comprising 
aa they did three-fourths of our entire 
bonded debt, were l^rally payable in the 
greenback money, 
Oliver P. Morton 
and John Sherman, and every other re- 
publican leader of any note at that time 
in the Mississippi valley, stood upon 
that principle. 


I am aware, my fellow-dtisens, that 
these points have often heretofore been 
discussed in your presence. 
I have re- 
peatedly discussed them myself in years 
gone by, but in arraigning the repnbU- 
can ptatj 
)or its gigantic conspiracy of 
the last twenty-seven years to shift 
every burden of government from the 
monopolies and the millionaires to the 
hard-handed and sunburnt people of the 
country I must be allowed to take up 
every link in the chain of proof; nor can 
we overlook a financial policy which, by 
law, almost doubled the real debt of the 
government, aa so fastened it on the tax- 
payers that they have already paid three 
times the amount t h ^ rightfully owe. 
This campaign, on the part of the 
democratic party, is a war against the 
unjust taxation of American labor for 
the benefit of enriched idlers and pam- 
pered monopolists, and we may as well 
cover the whole subject and take in the 
whole field. 


i tnm to another branch of the wide- 
spread and all-prevadiug conspiracy of

and still in full operation, grinding the 
faces of the poor, it is not strange that 
there are deep, uneasy and threatening 
murmurs in the homes of labor, from 
one ocean to the other, against robbers 
in their midst, more brutal, unsparing 
and rapadous in their dishonest gains 
than were the robber barons of Europe 
in the middle ages. 


In 1869, as I have already shown, 
swept away the tax on the manufacturer 
and still left him his compensatory tariff 
duties. 
During the years 1872 and 
1873 that just and righteous tax, the tax 
on incomes, was wip^ out, and I am 
glad to remember that I voted in the | 
house against its repeal 
From this 
source of revenue, better able to be col- 
lected than any other, the government 
realiaed in a period of ten years over 
$346,000.000, and to that extent the bur- 
dens of labor were lightened. 
Such a 
spectacle, however, was galling to the 
instincts of the republican party and at 
war with its purposes to establish a 
moneyed 
oligarchey, devouring the 
taxes of the people and paying none it- 
selt 
The income tax was therefore 
thrown overboard, and all the holders 
of corpulent incomes from the dividends 
of banks and other powerful corpora- 
tions were that mnch richer and you 
were that much poorer. 
Every vestige 
of the once widespread process of inter- 
nal revenue taxation on specified arti- 
cles and occupations has long since dis- 
appeared, and nothing now remains of 
that system except the levy on distilled 
spirits, fermented liquors, tobacco and 
oleomargarine. In the recent great tar- 
iff debate in the house the leaders of the 
republican party boasted that since the 
war they had abolished taxes to the 
amount of $360,000,000, but not one dol- 
lar did they show had been removed 
from the necessaries of life. 
They sim- 
ply boasted of their crime against labor 
and gloried in their shame. 


And all this favoritism to the rich and 
powerful classes in the abolition of their 
taxes was enacted in the face of a vast 
interest bearing national debt, which 
they were more entitled, as well as more 
able to assist in paying, than any other 
portion of the American people. 
They 
had made great gains during the war 
for the preservation of their govern- 
ment, they had encountered none of 
its perils; they had stayed at home and 
spent their time and talento to turning 
one dollar into two, and sometimes into 
a 
hundred, 
while ninety-nine-hun- 
dredths of those who carried the flag to 
Richmond, to the sea, and to the gulf, 
and who were spared to return home, 
are now in the ranks of labor toiling un- 
der burdens not justly their own. 
It 
has been estimated by a careful ttiinker 
that if the manufacturers' tax, the in- 
come tax, and the specific taxes on arti- 
des and occupations had been continued 
in force ten years longer we might now. 
With the exerdse of proper economy 
and financial wisdom be entirdy free 
from national debt. 
But these taxes 
fell on the privileged few and were 
therefore offensive to the republican 
party. 
There were only 460,170 per- 
sons out of the entire population who 
possessed taxable incomes, but ^is 
comparatively small number aggregated 
a net annual income of $707,000,000, 
which in 1866 yielded a revenue of $72,- 
000,000 to the United States treasury. 


1 haazard nothing in saying that the 
annals of mankind may be searched in 
vain for a parallel to fhe present condi- 
tion of American affairs. 
The leaders 
of the republican party, for the purpose 
as they dedare with the frankness of 
highwaymen, of enriching and protect- 
ing their favorites, have so overtaxed 
the people by bloated tariff dutiea that

to pay down in caah as I have seen it es- 
timated more than two hundred dollars

The people are groaning under the 
dd, huge, grinding war taxes on every 
neeesdty of thehr lives; the treasury of 
the United States is running over and 
bursting open with money stwely needed 
at home in trade and business, and a 
curse full of danger and corruption 
where it is; the prviileged few have 
amassed catates richer tiian those of the 
most opulent dukes and earls of Europe, 
every dollar of which represents unjust 
taxation and the oppression of labor and 
yet in this christian land and age, men 
sometimes spoken of as christian statea- 
have nothing better than free whisky 
and tobacco to ofier the people in re- 
sponse to their cry for relief. 


In connection with the false pretense 
of proteotion to labor, we hear the ab 
surd and ridiculous cry of free trade 
arise against the very moderate and in- 
deed, 
I 
fear 
not 
snffident 
re- 
duction of tariff taxation 
proposed 
by the democratic party 
at 
this 
time in congress 
Tliis cry of free trade 
in tbe light of history, is scandalous and 
infamous. The average rate of duty on 
all imported articles, taken together, is 
forty-seven per cent, and the rednction 
proposed by the Mills bill brings the av 
erage down to forty per cent, a reduc- 
tion of the war taxes, after all the clamor 
of only seven per cent. Seven per cent! 
Why, in 1870 Mr. Allison, then an able 
leader of his party, as he is now, advoca 
ted a rednction of twenty per oent. 


In the same year that Allison spoke 
General Grant, then president, was so 
radical a revenue reformer that in his 
annual message to congress he declared 
he saw no reason why in a few short 
years the national tax gatherer might not 
disappear almost entirely from the door 
of the citizen; and then he proceeded 
to show how such a reduction cculd be 
attained "by a wise adjustment of the 
tariff," taxing only known luxuries and 
by maintaining the "tax upon liquors of 
all sorts and tobacco in all its forms." 
The democratic party and Grover Oleve- 
land around whom we will 
stand 
and stay, have not yet gone half as far 
in the pathway of war tax reduction as 
Grant and Allison, and yet it is thought 
we om be beaten down by the base and 
venal beneficiaries of the tariff with thehr 
mendacious charge of free trade. 


The worst enemies the manufacturing 
interests in this country can possibly 
have are those who advise them not to 
aocept, and acquiesce cheerfully and 
gladly in, the extremdy moderate and 
entirely harmless reductions made by 
the MUls bill. The slaveholders of the 
south once belonged to the class which 
composed the money power. They do 
not now. 
They onee were monopdiets 
of cheap, undwpaid labor; they are so 
no longer. They were not satisfied for 
anyone but themsdves to pass upon 
their rights and 
their pretensions. 
Their rights nnder the fugitive slave 
law, and in the territories, were pressed 
—arrogantly pressed—to a point where 
the sword was drawn and millions of 
men took the fidd. llien the section 
which had everyttiing in possession, 
and 
consequently 
everything 
to 
lose 
and 
nothing 
to 
gain, 
lost 
its 
entire substance 
in 
straggle for a shadow—a theory. 
The 
most bitter and implacable supporters 
of slavery and of its extension tiiirty 
years ago, were, in fact, the most suc- 
cessful and efficient abolitionists of the 
nineteenth century. 
They struck too 
far, and their blows came back to de- 
stroy them. 
And so it will be with the 
purse proud, insolent, blind and misled 
tax eater of the present day. 
Injustice 
—rank and flagrant injustice when per- 
sisted in—begets not only opposition, 
but keen resentment, and I am not 
much mistaken if witiiin the few years 
the manufacturer of the north will not 
be dted by the historian as a counter- 
part of the southern slave holder in his 
extreme tenacity to his own interests 
and his still greater blindness to the 
equities, the justice, the moralities, and 
the public opinion of everybody else 
beside. If free trade is approaching 
tliis country it is not because of the 
I resident's ^eat, brave, and honest 
message last December nor because of 
the Mills bill just passed the house, but 
because of the disnonest efforts of the 
manufacturing monopolies themselves 
to hold on to the laat penny of the war 
taxes nearly a quarter of a century 
after the occasion for them has passed 
away.

Army Horses for Uncle Sam. 


The inspection is done by a board of 
three or six officers. 
One by one the 
horses are led up for inspection. An 
examination is first made of the horse's 
eyes, teeth, limbs, and body. His actions 
nnder examination are likewise taken 
note of. He is then saddled and mounted 
in the presence of the board. 
He must 
^eld to the bridle and bit easily. Then 
he is walked 100 yards and return, after 
which he is started off on a fierce g^op. 
Betuming to the inspectors he is un- 
saddled and a final inspection is made. 
If this second examination does not re- 
veal any physical imperfections he is 
pronounced accepted and is bnanded 
with the national trade mark, U. S., on 
the left shoulder. 


Being accepted the equine is txumed 
over to the care of the Assistant Qurter- 
master, who, as soon as he receives all 
the horses contracted for, distributes 
them throufih the department. 
Often 
siiecial purclnxses of horses are made. 
This occurs when a large lot of horses 
are missing in one troop, and it is im- 
possible to wait until the end of the 
quarter. Not infrequently the ravages of 
glanders or other diseases peculiar to 
the horse, or a raid of Indians on the 
corral at a frontier post, are res]X)iu9ÍbIe 
for the depletion of the "moimts" of a 
cavalry troop. In the distribution o£ 
the horses care is exercised in regard to 
ooloT. As near as ¡xjssible, black horses 
are kept in one troop, bay horses in an- 
other, and so on. 
While it perhaps 
would not strike any one very lozoibly 
as a bad arrangement to see a captain 
riding at the head of a black horse com- 
pany on a white steed, yet it would form 
an ill-advised combination to see sev 
end troopers on white horses sprinked 
through the company. 


The enlisted cavalrymen are supplied 
•with mounts at the expense of the gov- 
ernment, but officers are required to 
purchase their horses. "When the horses 
reaoh the company for which they were 
purchased,the officers axe entitled to the 
]|mvilege of selecting one or two as each 
desires, and paying the Assistant Quio^ 
termaster for the actual cost of the horse 
or horses taken. 
One troop of each 
regiment is compelled to take the leav- 
ings, as far as color is concerned. 
This 
troop when mounted is not a bad imita- 
tion of a rainbow, on account of the 
diversity of hues. 


The owners of horses name them with 
a sort of acrostical reference to their com- 
pany's title. 
Thus the names of all 
horses in Company A. begin with that 
letter. 
The horses are well cared for 
in stables which are kept clean and 
neat. The name of each trooper is 
placed on his horse's manger, right 
above the name of the horse. 
No pri- 
vate is allowed to take his steed from 
the stai>le, unless it is in the line of duty, 
without securing a jiermit from the 
commanding officer.

"English,

¡Itnow," in lu'v ideas. 
Soon after arriv- 
'ing she transiorin.-.l a farm hand of pro- 
.possessing appearaiu-c,' into a groom, 
iwhose business it was to attend her on 
her daily rides about the country. 
She 
was a furious rider and the groom was 
¡instructed to keep a projjer distance in 
the rear. 
This spectacle of a lady fly- 
,ing along a country road, closely pur- 
jsued by the groom, resembled a race, 
land astonished and delighted the lifcrm 
Jiands along the route, who enjoyed 
what they considered the racing ex- 
ceedingly. 
One day while pascsng 
along the road, her horse making hia 
'best time, her groom close in the rear, 
ishe was very much mortified to hear a 
won of Erin call out to the grooxoM they 
went flying past: "(xo it, Pat. 
Yez "U 
bate her yit. Ah, Patsy's the bye that 
yez can't make way \vid"—AU)tmy 
JozurrtxU.

" T h e era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspapers like the Atw York 
and THL 
CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the period. 
The papers that give enough reading matter 
to fill a good volume in each daily issue are going out of favor with many people who have some other employment for 
>t?r time than the search through mountains of straw for kernels 
of news. 
The sheets that give the news systematically

and death of the late Mr. E. G. Bmedly.

The inspection is done by a board ol 


ihreeorsix officers. 
One bj one fl» 


lorses are led up for inspection. An 
examination is first mode of the horse's 
eyes, teeth, limbs.andbody. His actions 
under examination are likewise taken 
note of. He ia then saddled and mounted 
in the presence of the board. He must 
yield to the bridle and bit easily. Then 
le is walked 100 ynrds and retain, after 
which he is started oil on a fierce gallop. 
Betnming to tho inspectors he id un- 
saddled and a final inspection fa made. 
If this second examination does not re- 
Teal any physical imperfections he is 
pronounced accepted and is bianded
